Will Extend Audit.

irregularities are discovered, may be 
extended even further. The audit, 
planned originally to cover only 1924 
transactions, resulted from discovery 
of a small shortage in accounts of C. 
F’. Jackson, a clerk in tn department. 

According to present reports, every 
employee of the department, fram the 
chief down, may be included in the 
sweeping investigation which appears 
as a certain result of the audit. Of- 
ficials have declined to say who, if 
anyone, will be involved if the re- 
ports are found to be based on a 


solid foundation. 

However, both the mayor and Coun- 
cilman Saunders said Friday that 
the reports will be investigated as 
soon as the audit is completed.

KELLOGG,

(Study of the newest “ancient 
man” unearthed in South Africa 
reveals him more human than 
ape and older than any previous 
find of the kind, according to 
cable reports.) 


Professor Raymond A. Dart, of 
Witwartersrand university at Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa, has recently 
discovered the rel- 
lics of a skull inm- 
| bedded in lime- 
stone in an old 
cavern in Bechu- 
analand which is 
greatly exciting 
the anthropolo- 
gists, already 
much stirred up 
about ancient man 
in Africa by the 
1921 find of the 
primitive Rhodesian skull. It seems 
to be another missing link. It is the 
akull of a child about four years old 
which shows an extraordinary com- 
bination of human and anthropoid 
ape features. Its brain was slightly 
larger than that of a chimpanzee. It 
may have lived at a time preceding 
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bringing to light their interesting 
booty. Their finds of ancient human 
and near-human skulls and skeletons 
in Europe and England and Java, 
and more recently in Africa, have run 
into hundreds, and of specimens of 
the handiwork of ancient man, into 
hundreds of thousands. 

Especially since 1900 have these 
finds come thick and fast, as certain 
as any scientific fact can, be, that the 
ancestors of present man were dif- 
ferent in biological kind from man 
today. They were different in struc- 
ture, and hence in physiology and 
psychology, and they plainly reveal 
in their differences a series of stages 
from geologically oldest and biologi- 
cally most brute-like to most recent 
and most human. 

Human paleontology is not less real 
than the long-accepted paleontology 
of plants and animals. Its bases are 
the same kind of actually existing 
concrete fossils and relics, found im- 
bedded in rocks of different geological 
aces, as serve the plant and animal 
paleontologists, and which reveal the 
former existenc@® and successive pass- 
ing of life forms now extinct.

“The memorial must be built. The 
south has made a promise to the 
world in the name of her sacred deud, 
and that promise must be fulfilled. 
A splendid start has been made al- 
reavy. ‘There is no lunger a doubt 
that our highest hopes may have the 
noblest fruition. There is no longer 
a doubt that the sculpter who 
dreamed the Titan’s dream can carve 
it in tiving stone. There is no longer 
a doubt that the men who accepted 
the arduous and harassing task of 
furnishing ‘the sinews of war’: will 
be able to carry out that important 
pact of the work. Then why, in the 
name of the cause which we have 
already commemorated in a way that 
bos challenged the admiration of the 
civilized world, can we not get to- 
gether to remove this stumbling block 
of nersonality from the path? If this 
is not possible, we can at least be 
strong enough to climb over it and 
zo on with the work as if it had 
never heen. 

Useless to Argue Merits, 

“It is useless to continue to asgue 
the merite of the case. It is unfair 
to judge the creation of. aw artist by 
piece-work standards, and it is equal- 
lv unfair to characterize the executive 
committee of the Stone Mountain 
Confederate Memorial association as 
a little group of two-by-four men. 
There are men on that committee 
who ere eminent in the world of busi- 
ness and finance; men of integrity 
and unselfish service who have given 
their time ang thought to further the 
interests of the memorial. let us 
turn away from the differences wnl 
eonsider the common point at which 
we may meet—sculptor and commit- 
tec, and the public as well. It is 
this: ‘We all love the memorial: 
we agree that it must not be harmed.’ 

“There is no doubt that the mem- 
bers of the executive committee iove 
the memorial—their drastic action 
was the result of an honest conviction 
that they were protecting it. 

“There is no doubt that 
BRorglum loves the memorial. It 
the child of his brain and his soul, 
so dear to him that he has incrim- 
inated himself rather than hove it 
marred hy a less understanding hand. 

“Tt one thing to carve 1 figure 
and something quite different ‘to 
‘breathe into it the -breath of life’ 
which gives it immortality. ‘That is 
the fundamental difference between 
the work of an artisan and an artist. 
The work of Gutzon Borglum has 
soul. No one who has seen so much 
as a photograph of the bust of lL.in- 
eoln in the retunda of the eapito] at 
Washington can doubt it for a mo- 
ment. And no one can lift his eves 
to the majestic head of Rober: Khid- 
ward Lee on Stone mountain's breast 
and doubt it for a moment. 


Is It Right? 


right that the hand of the 
should be stricken from his 
task? Is it conceivable that another 
should be given Gutzon Borgium’s 
vision of Jee and his marching hosts 
—a vision that he has held through 
nine years of stress and strain with 
discouragement often deepening to 
despair? 

“It is impossible for the layman 
to even apprehend the almost super- 
human difficulties that have: been 
surmounted in advancing the work to 
its present stage. Men who have 
climbed the mountain marvel at 
the work while it was being done 
have agreed that the most insignifi- 
eant hireling who labors on that dirzy 
scarp is heroic. Death stands grin- 
ning at his elbow. Yet, so thor- 
oughly and efficiently has this work 
heen safe-guarded and’ directed that 
not one single accident has ever oc- 
eurred. Such work takes time and 
thought—quantities that ecannot be 
valued by dollars and cents. 

“Remembering all this, can we not 
fowset all that has been said and done 
in hitterness of spirit? Can we not 
realize the truth as Elbert Hubbard 
has phrased it, that ‘Everything that 
is done in hate has to be done over 
again?’ We have confidence in our 
sculptor, and we have confidence in 
our executive committee. Can we not 
wipe the slate clean and start anew 
in a spirit of cooperation instead of 
criticism ? 

‘Let the sculptor return to his work 
of carving an epic upon Stone moun- 
tain, and let the executive committee 
function in the field of finance, neither 
encroaching upon the province of the 
other. 

“When this is done, a great victory

consistent with his eontract with 
Stone Mountain association? 

“When he was (frequently) taking 
tire off in the north negotiating with 
pea Boston Granite Men’s association 
or their control of Stone mountain 
for the erection of a ‘national, non- 
partisan’ monument, ‘nothing local or 
sectional about it’ (quotations from 
their correspondence), 
the contract and obligation 
fo Sione Vountain association, whose 
he was all the time receiving? 
Appeal to President. 

“When he appealed to President 
Cool, dge for the president's appoint: 
ment of a commission to take over 
the monument and influence the con- 
etenetion of a ‘national’ monument, 
the commission ‘of course heing non- 
partisan and non-sectional.’ was that 
in line with obligation to his employer 
and his written contract to carve_on 
the mountain side statues of southern 
Lerves and Confederate history? And, 
was that not treacherv? 

“What would the Boston Granite 
Yen's association do with Stone 
mountain if they should be able to 
proenre it by ench means? 

“Probably Mr. Borglum would have 
heen better satisfied if the commiszion 
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toreh and burning homes 
wake.” 

“Rather than Borglum being dis- 
missed because he wae ‘a northern 
man,’ doves it not appear from his 
own testimony that becanse he was 
that kind of a man he was secretly 
man. pulating, conspiring with ‘parti- 
sans’ not interested in the contract 
or in the monument to bring about 
its defeat? 

“Could his actions have been a be- 
trayal of trust with a plan to tax 
the aesociation with work not done 
until he might be able to allege finan- 
cial embarrassment, and then appeal 
to 2 ‘nonpartisan’ federal judge some- 
where to appoint a ‘nonpartisan’ re- 
ceiver who would play the game ac- 
cording to the desires of himself and 
co-conspirators? 


“Is not such a theory much more 
plaus'*ble- from his own acts and ut- 
teranees than the flimsy plea that 
he was dismissed because he was a 
‘northern man’? There is no such 
pre*ndice in thy south against north- 
ern men; but this kind of northern 
mar is proved to be not the man for

Washington, arch 6.—Making
